Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mainly discussed the 101 issues with claims 10, 12, 13. Claims 10 
and 12 are system claims containing only logic and it was agreed that any ammendment to overcome the 101 rejection 
would have to add physical components to the system. Claim 13 was discussed and ammending the claim to have the 
code stored, not "adapted to," in order to overcome the 101 rejection. Claim 1 was discussed and applicant suggested 
to focus proposed ammendment on the sequence of the method steps, i.e. an intial IM query to establish the chat 
session between the users. The examiner agreed that such an ammendment would clarify the claim and would require 
further evaluation of DeSimmone.
